To purchase 1,521 acres of Government 
property from Stecle and give: him a deed for 
the balance ‘of 6,894 acres, He wos credited 
with the €30,000 paid by him; was remitted the 
$60,000 due from him, and was given cash and 
land to the value of $467,399. Tnis report con- 
taining these two plans 6f settlement was deliv- 
ered to Secretary Belknap, and he adopted the 
second one.

EE VILLE DU HAVRE DISASTER. 
The arrival at Plymouth of the crew of the 


Loch Earn, which ran into the ill-fated steamer 
Ville du Havre, has furnished the first intelli- 
| gent account of the manner in which the dis- 
aster occurred, and places both the seamanship 
and the humanity of the @rench officers and 
crew in a disgraceful light. It appears that the 
Oaptain of the Loch Earn, as soon as he saw 
that the steamer was coming dangerously near 
him, ported his helm, which turned his vessel to 
the left, as was proper. The Captain of the 
steamer, instead of porting hia helm also, as 
be should have done, put it to starboard, thus 
sending his vessel to his right, whicli brought 
her directly across the bows of the Loch Earn. 
It he had parted his helm, ho would have sheered 
off to his left, and ‘the two vessels would have 
cleared each other, with considerable distance 
to spare, ot, if he had kept straight on 
his coarse, without changing his helm at al, 


the Loch Earn would have struck the steamer 
quartering and glanced off, so that both vessels 


rious damage, sort of harmless collision 
which very often happens. Instead of thin, the 
Frenchman, with almostinconceivabie stupidity, 
ran straight scross the bows of the Loch Earn, 
and sent his vessel to the bottom of the ocean. 
The French havea national reputation for bad 
seamanship, and are, perhaps, the worst sailors 


in the world, but such blandering as this passes 


comprehension. It would seem as if ordinary 
instinct aloe should have indicated to the 


French Captain the course he ought to have 
taken. That such a blockhead as tnis, ignorant 


of the elementary principles of sailing, should 


bave been in command of the second largest 


vessel afloat in the world, is » sad commentary 
on French seamanship, - 


French were not the only disgraceful features 
of this terrible affair. To ignorance they added 
cowardice and inhumanity. It, after their 


dreadful mistake, they had sought to atone for it 
by doing everything in their power to rescue the 
poor victims of their stupidity, they might have 


retrieved themselyes somewhat in ithe eyes of 
‘the world, but, instead: of this, they were idle 
spectators of the ruin they had caused. Neither 
the first nor the second boat, the latter having | 
on board the first and second officers, not one of 
whom bad been in the water, attempted to re- 
turn to the steamer and help rescue the unfor- 
tunates, but left that duty to the crew of the Loch 
Earn, notwithstanding the expostulations of 
the latter at their brutality and selfishness 
At such an appalling time andin the midst of 
u disaster due to their own stupidity, that they, 
after having saved their own worthless lives, 
should have refused to lift their hands to save 


the helpless men, women, and children who had 
‘been intrested. ¢o. their charge ‘end 


gallantry and courtesy hereafter wit be of 
little repute when the horrible story of the Ville 


du Havre is told. 


The conduct of the British sew, on the other 


hand, ié worthy of all praise. With the same | 


stupidity which had caused the collision. the 
French crew neglected to display any signals 
of distross, so that the first notice which’ the 
British Oaptain received of the settling of the 
steamer was his own observation of the fact. 
By that time, his v drifted a considera-. 


ble distance away. Wotwithstanding the fact 
that he was busy in shortening sail and was avx- 


ious about his own damages, he neglected ev- 


erything else and devoted himself to the rescue.
